the golden City ceaſed? The great Reaſon of 


the Ceaſing of the Oppreſſor is thus declared: 


[e] The Lord hath broken the Staff of the Wicked, 
and the Sceptre of the Rulers : IJ] The whole Earth 


is at Reſt and is quiet; they break forth into ſinging. 


The Reaſon of their Joy 1s declared at the 6th 
Verſe : He who ſmote the People in Wrath with a 
continual Siroke, be that ruled the Nations in An- 


ger, is perſecuted, and none hindereth. It will 


from hence evidently appear, that by Babylon, 
in this Place, cannot be, by any Means, meant, 


by an intelligent, wiſe, impartial, and judicious, 
Reader, Free Maſonry ; but, on the coatrary, 
that Nation amongſt and by whom they were 


carried away and kept Captives ; of whom it is 
expreſly faid, in the Pſalms, that the Iſraelites 
(after they had endured many great and griev- 
ous Hardſhips, and were treated with the moſt 
inſolent Behaviour by the Babylonians,) ſay, 
[2] -O Daughter of Babylon, waſted with Miſery,

well as emphatically, Mother of Harlots, and 
Abominations of the Earth, Mark well the De-

ſhall ſoon ſee that none but thoſe who are en- 
tirely void of Underſtanding, or ſuch as ſhut their 
Eyes againſt the cleareſt Light, can interpret the 
ſacred Text in any other Manner, or that it has 
an Allufion to any Thing but Rome. The 
Words are theſe : [V] All Nations have drunk of 
the Wine of the Wrath of ber Fornication, and the 
Kings of the Earth have committed Fornication with 
ber. and the Merchants of the Earth are waxed rich 
through the Abundance of her Delicacies; and 
another Voice from Heaven, ſaying, [i] Come 
out of her, my People, that ye be not Partakers of 

her Sins, and that ye receive not of her Plagues ; 
Vor her Sins have reached unto Heaven, and God 
hath remembered her Iniquities : And at the 8th 
Verſe of the ſame Chapter, Therefore ſhall her 
Plagues come in one Day, Death, and Mourning, 


and Famine, and ſhe ſhall be utterly burnt with 


Fire; for ftrong is the Lord God who judgeth her. 
And, after particularizing the ſeveral rich and 
coſtly Merchandize fold: in her, the Catalogue 
eee at the End of the I 3th Verſe, thus:

to the ſame Purpoſe is that of St. Paul to the 
Theſſalonians; where, ſpeaking of the Day of 
Chriſt, he ſays, at the 3d and 4th Verſes rg the 
2d Chapter of his 2d Epiſtle, Let no Man de- 
cerve you by any Means; for that Day ſhall not 
come except there come a falling auay firſt, 'and 
that Man of Sin be revealed, the Son of Perdition, 
who oppoſeth and exalteth himſelf above all that is 
called God, or is werſhi 'pped ; fo that he, as God, 
| fitteth in the Temple of God, ' ſhewing himſelf that 
he is God, Can any Thing bear a nearer Affi- 
nity to theſe Words than the Power which the 
chief Head of the Church of Rome arrogates, 
his Bulls beginning with this remarkable, if not 
unchriſtian, Strain --(I ſubmit to the unpreju- 
diced World to judge), Ego unigenitus Dei 
Filius? Amazing! that a frail Man ſhould 
arrogate a Power which belongs, of . juſt and 
proper Right, to the only begotten Son of God. 
Monſtrum horrendum, informe, ingens, cui lumen 
ademptum ! The anonymous Author of the 
aforementioned Pamphlet will, I doubt not, be

The Author of the Pamphlet under Conſi-

Hope of an 
exceeding great Reward in his tranſcendently 
glorious and eternal Kingdom, that you ſhall, 
by and through his all-ſufficient Merits and 
Mediation, enjoy it for ever and ever.. 

. Having now attended the Author of the ce- 
lebrated, tho' infamous, Pamphlet, entitled 
Mafonry the Way 'to Hell, of which, it may in 
Charity be preſumed, he is long ere this aſha- 
med, and to which, had he known it to be 
true, he would have ſet his Name, -I proceed, 
ſecondly, to ſhew who thoſe are that make 
War with the Lamb, and againſt him. And 
here it muſt be generally noted of thoſe, that 
they are all ſuch as are given up to a reprobate

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fincere Endeavours for his Honour and Service, 
inſtead of perfect Obedience and ſpotleſs Inno- 
cence, the juſteſt Man (we are authoriſed from 
the Sacred Scriptures to ſay) falling ſeven Times 
4 Day, a full and ample Satisfaction having 
been made by Him who was not, and yet is, 
even by the Lamb, flain from the Foundation 
of the Wörld, who ſuffered for our Sins, in his 
own Body, on the Tree, and on whom was laid 
the Iniquity of us all, that he might redeem us 
from all Iniquity, and purify unto himſelf a pe- 
culiar People zealous of good Works; the 
e to which muft be all evil 
Works, in the Front whereof Idolatry ſeems

after it; which F (hall inuſtrate by various Ex- 
aßmples, and ſuch Proofs as are not only con- 

iſtent with: Reaſon, bit the ſatred and holy 
Word of God; delivered down to this Genera- 
tibn in a marvellous Manner, and recommended 
to Our Practice by that Being who promulgated 
che facredk Oracſes, in reſplendent Glory, on

I be daring and moſt impiotis Sin of Idolatry, 
being committed by the Heathens in the early

Ages of the World, was, in ſome Degree, ex- 
cafe in them; the Apoſtle declaring that God 
winked at the Time of their Tgnorance; which 
ecanndt be (aid of the Jews, as all thitir Prophets 
plainly and evidently pointed out the Coming of 
che Meffiah, whom they expected as their 8a- 
viour and Redeemer.

They not oaly 
fall down before and pray to an Image, but pray 
to the Souls of Perſons departed, vainly believing 
that they can help them, and afford them Suc- 
cour, Protection, and Guidance. Certainly, 
therefore, the latter is extremely ridiculous, and 
the former is downright Idolatry, and muſt 
therefore fall under the Cenſure of God, who 
has declared that he is a jealous God, and that 
he will not give his Honour to another; Thou ſhalt 
have no other Gods but me : I am the Lord. And 
this tranſcendently Great and Glorious Being 
Do. declared, that he will not permit any to 
ive his Glory to a Creature; and, by his holy 
Apoll St. Paul, has commanded us to. take a 
very. particular ; and eſpecial Care that we. do not. 
ſuffer ourſelves. to be beguiled of our Reward, 
by a voluntary Humility. and. Worſhipping of 
Angels, tho' they are the higheſt and moſt 
excellent of all his Creatures: And altho men- 
tion is made, in many Places of Scripture, of 
the good and benign Offices that are frequently 
done for Men by the Miniſtry. of Angels, and. 
of their tarrying round about them that fear the 
ord, and. delivering: them from Harm, yet we 
5 where read, that any of thoſe good Men, 
at were eminently preſerved by their Mini- 
ſtry, ever returned the Angels any Thanks or 
| Praiſe. for the : having We them from 
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* Mliſchiefs,

Miſchiefs; but the Prayers and Praiſes were res 
turned to God only, to God the Father of all 
Mercies, who was the Author of that Good 
whereof the Angels were only the Miniſters, or 
Inſtruments in his Hand, from whence every 
good and perfect Gift cometh. And St. Paul 
declares to the Hebrews, that Angels are Mini- 
ſtring Spirits, ſent forth by their Great Creator 
to miniſter to them who ſhall be Heirs of Sal- 


vation; which is exemplified in ſundry Places 


of Holy Writ, particularly in the Caſe of the 
Prophets Daniel and Eliſha, of the devout Cor- 


naelius, and of the Apoſtles St. Peter and St. 


Paul. As to paying Veneration or Adoration 
to Perſons departed, it is evident that the Ro- 
miſh Church is juſtly chargeable with it. For 

Inſtance, it is paid to St. Genevieve at Paris, 
| who is eſteemed the Patroneſs of that City; to 
St. Michael at Bruſſels, St. Mark at Venice, St. 
James at Compoſtella, and to a Multitude of 


. others at other particular Places. Is not this 


amazing and ſurprizing Stupidity and Wicked- 
neſs, that Men ſhould negle& the Uſe of their 
Reaſon, and believe contrary to the Evidence 
of their Senſes, which they muſt do when they 
commit Idolatry * ? What can be faid for the 
Occaſion of it but this, That [A] a deceived 
' Heart hath turned the Idolater aſide, that he

One Inſtance more of the Sin 
FS. Folly of paying Adoration to Angels, and I 
have done. In the Revelations it is ſaid, that

not; 1 am thy Fellow- Servant, and of the Bre- 
thren that have the Teſtimony of Jeſus : Wor- 
| ſhip God. And again, n] I John ſaw theſe 
Things, and heard them: And when I had 
heard and ſeen, I fell down to -worſhip before 
the Feet of the Angel which ſhewed me theſe 
Things: Then faid he unto me, See thou do it 
not; for I am thy Fellow-Servant, and of thy 
Brethren the Prophets, and of them which keep 
the Sayings of this Book: Worſhip God. From 
hence it is apparently evident, that divine Ho- 
nours were poſitively forbid to be paid to an 
Angel: It will, therefore, naturally follow, 
that Adoration is not to be paid to any Creature; 
the Great Three in One of our ever Bleſſed, 
Adorable, and Undivided Trinity juſtly claim- 
ing all. Honour, Power, Glory, Praiſe, Might, 
— Majeſty, and Dominion; to whom, therefore, 
be all theſe given, as is moiſt juſtly due, in Se- 
cula Secluorum. The Pretences (for they cer- 
tainly are no other) for praying to An gels and 
Saints are, to intercede to God for them. They 
will evidently ſee the Abſurdity hereof, if they 
will but give themſelves Time to ſee, and, ſee-

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and Mediator between God and Man, and that is 
confeſſedly no other than Jeſus Chriſt our Lord,
